(c) identifying the compound as a candidate compound for inhibiting the binding of 
CD1 lb/CD18 to a selected ligand of CD1 lb/CD18 if the binding measured in step (a) is less than 
the binding measured in step (b). 

16. (New) The method of claim 15 wherein the substantially pure polypeptide 
consists essentially of a polypeptide fragment of human CDllb. 

17. (New) The method of claim 15 wherein the polypeptide is detectably labeled.
